College  Opens 
With  573 

A  retention  rate  bordering  on  84% 
and  a  freshman  class  of  over  300, 
accounts  for  Lasell  beginning  its 
1975-76  academic  year  with  an  en- 
rollment of  573  students. 

Although  the  total  student  body 
number  has  not  changed  appreci- 
ably from  that  of  1974-75,  this  year's 
entering  class  is  larger  than  that 
of  last  year.  The  total  figure,  and 
projections  for  next  year,  bear  out 
national  statistics  showing  enroll- 
ment in  private  colleges  is  again  on 
the  increase. 

Career  programs  lead  the  way  in 
enrollment  figures  with  the  Nursing 
program    topping   the   field.    Other 


programs  showing  definite  in- 
creases are:  Retailing,  Community 
Mental  Health,  Executive  Secre- 
tarial, Child  Study,  and  Art.  These 
increases  also  bear  out  national 
statistics  that  show  today's  students 
are  entering  the  higher  educational 
system  to  better  prepare  themselves 
for  job-hunting.

Whatever  Happened 
to  The  Class  of  '75 

Each  year  the  Placement  and  Trans- 
fer Office  sends  a  questionnaire  to 
the  members  of  the  graduating 
class  shortly  after  they  leave  the 
College. 

These  questionnaires  help  Lasell 
to  not  only  keep  track  of  the  where- 
abouts of  her  alumnae,  but  also  help 
to  provide  the  necessary  statistics 
regarding  the  percentage  of  those 
students  who  choose  to  continue 
their  education  at  a  four  year  insti- 
tution— and  those  who  seek  em- 
ployment upon  completing  their 
two  years  at  Lasell. 

This  year's  graduating  class 
numbered  285.  Of  the  graduates 
polled,  205  returned  the  question- 
naire. Of  the  205  who  responded — 
135  are  working  and  70  are  further- 
ing their  education  at  four  year 
colleges  or  universities.

Today,  at  the  age  of  thirty- 
five,  she  is  studying  anatomy,  phys- 
iology and  microbiology  in  a  nursing 
program  at  Lasell  Junior  College. 
And  while  her  friends  were  playing 
tennis  and  gardening  last  summer, 
Robbins  was  emptying  bedpans  and 
timing  labor  pains  at  the  Lying-in 
Division  of  Boston  Hospital  for 
Women. 

In  the  early  Sixties,  when  her 
husband  was  a  Columbia  Business 
School  student,  she  worked  at  the 
Metropolitan  Museum  selling  art 
prints.

"You  scream,  yell  and  tear 
your  hair  out  sometimes,  but  any- 
thing is  possible  and  you  can  ad- 
just your  life,"  philosophizes  Rob- 
bins. 

Ed.  note:  Whitney  Robbins  expects 
to  graduate  from  the  Lasell  Nurs- 
ing program  in  May,  1976.  She  first 
started,  as  a  part-time  student  in 
1972,  and  has  maintained  a  cumula- 
tive average  that  has  put  her,  to 
date,  very  close  to  honors  level.
